ROSE QUESNEL

Tobacco is dried and cured in a special ventilating 

house, the leaves being so hung on racks that occasionally there 
lï i complete circulation of air around them. During the day 

the tobacco dries, while dt nijiht it absorbs moisture. During wet weather 
the burn is clnsrtl at night, but at oilier time*, unless high winds are blowing, 
the burn is open all the time. In damp weather, sometimes it is necessary 
to build o|x n lire? of coke or charcoal m the curing b.irn, in order to decrease 
the humidity and the sweating of the tobacco. If the tobacco survive» the 
first (wo weeks of ruriug uniniured, the crop is usually safe. It Ordinary 
lakes al«iut two months to cure the crop so that it will be ready for bulking 
and stripping out In the fall, while the air is moist, the planters strip the 
crop by rTnm.ng flu- le.ives from the stalks and grading them according to 
mt and quality Only the bright leaf is shipped to us and used by ua in

Windsor. 



The first of the trips for Fourth 
Year men was run off lust Saturday, 
startlnR from the Union at 2.16 p.m. 

Through the- kindness of the C, I\ 
H. the club was ublu to Inspect the 
Interlocking plant of the Windsor St. 
Station on Arsyle Street. 

The illuminated plan of the tracks 
nml .switches caused most interest. On 
this imard the signals, switches and 
draws are painted and numbered. 
Above this is a large chart Bhowlug 
what levers to pull for running 
trains into and out from, the various 
trucks and the train shed. 

The truck plan is divided into sec- 
tions about four Inches in length. Each 
section Is Illuminated as the train 
passes over the corresponding trucks. 
When passing over u switch, all sec- 
tions leading to that switch urc Il- 
luminated, and so on Into the shod. 
The dial is Illuminated as long as 
there are cars on the tracks. T|io 
contact Is made by depression of the 
rail joint by a very heavy weight. A 
hand ear is not heuvy enough to cause 
illumination by the dial. 

The arrangement of the levers was 
next dealt with. The case was un- 
covered for us, so that we could see 
the entire mechanism, w ch greatly 
appealed to our mechanical friends, 
This complicated mechanism is fool 
proof. No signal can lie set to "clear" 
until ull the switches are correctly 
set. It Is also impossible to throw a 
switch under a trnin. through the in- 
, terlocktng of the levers. 

After pulling a lover, the signal- 
Jman hears the clicks, which tell him 
■ that the points have swung over the 
I full distance. If he falls to hear this 
he km vs the switch is out of order, 
and the dnnger slcnal Is automatical- 
ly set on all tracks leading to that 
switch. 

We were then shown the system of 
wiring at the hnck by the dial, which 
was explained lo us in great detail, 
Then we went downstairs and saw the 
relay system, also a patent locking 
device of Mr. Holder's attracted much 
attention. 

We were next tnken to the base- 
mi nt anil shown the racks of storage 
batteries, which Operate the switches 
at all times, and the lights when the 
city current falls. 

Two motor generators transformed 
three phase current from the city Into 
direct current for the bntterles. The 
lighting system Is run on alternating 
current. 

The dwarf signal and switch- 
throwing mechanism were worked for 
us out In the yard, and the mechan- 
ism explained during operation. The 
system was motor driven gear wheels, 
the motors being shut off by strong 
springs, and thrown automatically out 
of gear by a clutch If the switches 
jammed. 

The platforms are connected up by 
three phones eiich, one at each end 
and one In the middle, 
i In closing, we must thnnk Mr. 
I Kohler for the pains he took In ex- 
plaining everything so fully to us.

The memorial tablet to Douglas 
Watteraon, who was a graduate of 
Medicine '14, was unveiled yesterday 
before a large congregation In the 
Melville Presbyterian Church. 

The service was the last at which 
Rev. John Lockhead. the pastor, will 
officiate In this church, as he Is leav- 
ing this week to take up work with 
the Y . M. C. A. Overseas iiruiich In 
France. The Pastor, in addressing 
the congregation, spoke in touching 
words of the late Capt. Watteraon, 
who was killed under fire while per- 
forming his duties as a medical of- 
ficer, lie was the "Virât medical of- 
ficer lo be killed in action, and Rev. 
Lockhead declared that ha was proud 
that the last service which he con- 
ducted In the Melville Church should 
•ie In memory of a full pledged mem- 
Oer of the congregation, and one who 
was a, member of the choir. Speak- 
ing of the death of Capt. Watterson, 
the speaker said that he was execut- 
ing his first real service at the front, 
and coming to the dug-out after a 
hard day's work, he was asked to un- 
dertake a dangerous mission. This he 
did without hesitation, and In execu- 
tion of his duty under fire was kill- 
ed. 

After the service waa concluded the 
pastor Indicated to Major-den. 15. W. 
Wilson to unveil the tablet, which 
was covered with a Union Jack. Thla 
the General did while the congregation 
were standing. 

The tablet is n handsome bronze 
one, which was donated, not by mem- 
bors of the congregation, but by Lt.- 
Col. 0, A. Patera and the officers of 
the 9th Field Ambulance. It la placed 
on the right side of the church, and 
hears an Inscription beginning, "To 
the glory of God and In loving mem- 
ory of Uouglaa Watterson . . ." go- 
ing on to relate the particulars of his 
life nnd how he met his dcat.h con- 
cluding with the information that his 
body rests In the British Cemetery at 
Keninghelst, Relglum; and that the 
(ablet Is donated by the officers of the 
N'lnth Field Ambulance. 

In addition to Major-General K. W. 
Wilson, there were present numerous 
other officers of the C. A. M. fj. 

Rev. Mr. Ixickhead announced that 
Rev. Dr. Oordon would take up the 
work of the Church until another pas- 
tor would he appointed. 



R.V.C. GIRLS LOSE 
BROTHERS OVERSEAS 

Lieut Eldridge Cote, Arte 18, 
Reported Slightly Wounded 
at the Front. 



On Friday night, Mlas St. Clair 
Caldwell, R. V. C. '17, received the 
news that her brother, Pte. J. A. 
Caldwell, of the 72nd Highlanders 
Battalion, Vancouver, waa killed In 
action on October 14th. 

Pte. Caldwell's parents live In Na- 
nalmo: and he has a younger brother 
at the front, alao in the 72rd Bat- 
talion.

Tale and Princeton met in their an- 
nual football game on Saturday, when 
Yale defeated the Princeton team oy 
a score of 10 to 0. Long before the 
player» came, onto the field, the 
crowds were piling Into the bleacherB 
and reserved seats, and fully forty 
thousand students and Interested peo- 
ple cheered the teams as they made 
their appearance for the game. The 
Yale rooters were not in the best 
spirits when they learned that their 
quarter- back, Smith, was 111, and 
therefore unable to play, and the 
odds seemed very much against them. 

Vale, winning the toss, chose the 
northern goal, because the wind was 
coming from that direction. Prince- 
ton kicked off into the Yale lines, 
but were soon penalized 5 yards for 
roughing Legurc, of the visitors. 
UrlggB, of Princeton, got the ball and 
punted 45 yards, but their opponents 
returned the ball with a 30 yard punt. 
The home team were on Yale's 30 
yard line when Jacque brought the 
ball forward with a. left tackle for IT, 
yards, and the Yale backs began to 
hammer the orange and black line. 
The fight began to centre within 40 
yards of Princeton's goal, and slowly 
It edged up to within 20 yards of the 
goals. prigga punted 20 yards, but 
Laroche took the ball to Princeton's 30- 
yard line, and Yale began to smash 
the home team, but to no effect. 
Orlggs dashed to midfield, but through 
poor play at quarter-time the ball wus 
within 4. r i yards of Princeton goal. 
Neither side had scored. 

Luring the second period of the 
game the play was fairly even, At 
first Princeton had the tipper hand, 
and kept the ball at the northern end 
of the Princeton Stadium, .lust as 
the ball was going towards the Prince- 
ton goals at 2.32, an aeroplane, be- 
lieved to he driven by a former 
Princeton fonUiall star, appeared over 
the field. This seemed lo inspire 
Princeton, nnd after a hard struggle 
Drlgga and Wilson carried the ball 
to within 27 yards of the Yale goal. 
Legore then punted 4ft yards, and 
through a fumble of Eddy, of Prince- 
ton, Yale brought the ball to the 34 
yard line. Then the hall went to- 
wards Yale's goal, and Drtggs punted 
over the visitors' goal line. How* 
ever, the ball was soon on Yale's 20 
yard Une, and was again near by the 
Blue's goal. When the whistle blew 
half-time the score was even. Yale, 0; 
Princeton, 0. 

As the third quarter began. It soon 
became evident that Yale was lot end- 
ing to begin the scoring. Cummer- 
ford kicked to Princeton's DO yard line. 
Moseley fumbled,, but Yale recovered 
the ball and brought It to the 15 yard 
line. Braden dropped back for a kick, 
and from the 27 yard line he neatly 
kicked a field goal squarely between 
the posts, and made the first three 
points for Yale. The hall again near- 
ed the home team goals, hut after a 60 
yard punt by Drlgga had been brought 
back, Yale was penalized 15 yards for 
holding. Although Drlgga gained 20 
yards, a Tiger" pasa was broken by 
the Blues, and the ball was brought 
to Princtnn's 30, and then 20 yard 
line, Braden failed a field goal, and 
Driggs punted 55 yards. Then Legore 
and Driggs punted the ball to Yale's 
36 yard line, but Legore soon put the 
ball on the Orange and Black's 45 
yard line. Driggs punted, and tho 
quarter ended with the ball on Yale's 
35 yard line, and tho score, Yale, 3; 

Princeton, o. 

Princeton rearranged her team for 
the fourth period, but it was of no 
avail. Yale look the hall into the 
Tiger's lines, and after three smashes 
on the Princeton line from the 3 yard 
line, Commerford kicked goal. Yale, 
10; Princeton, 0. Oennert kicked to 
Yale's 10 yard line, and for the next 
few mtnutea It seemed as If Prince- 
ton would score. Yale brought the 
ball up the field, but the home team 
again brought It into the enemy's 
lines. But Legore punted 45 yards, 
and the hal was put In play on 
Princeton's 6 yard line. By a forward 
pasa of Driggs to Gillespie, and then 
Drlgga to Kddy, Princeton gained over 
50 yards. Then Legore, by a bril- 
liant dash, broke up a pass of Drlgga 
to Amea, which would have certainly 
resulted in a touchdown for Prince- 
ton.

"Things are looking up around the College" is au expression 
often heard these days about the Campus, and there in u lot of truth 
in it. Sinee the war started in 1914, college activities seemed to 
have a wet blanket thrown over them, but of late this damper on 
college life appears to have been raised. The Union started in at the 
beginning of the year to establish a first class dining and catering 
Service, where the fellows could come and secure a better meal than 
could be had down town for the same price. While the attendance 
in the past couple of weeks have been falling off, yet it is gradually 
growin" again, and soon the familiar "Three Hundred" slogan will 
be realized. One ••Conversât." was held, and there is promise that 
others will follow. It is such social gatherings as these that will get 
the students of the University acquainted, and enable them to or- 
ganize other meetings, and "mixers" which tend to bring into closer 
touch the many members of the University eominuuity. The Inter- 
faculty football league came into existence again this year, and has 
had a'most successful season. If the attendance was somewhat slnn 
at times, the players themselves more than made up for this defi- 
ciency by the spirit with which they entered into the various eon 
tests The tie iu which the schedule resulted is ample evidence of 
this fact, and both the Medicine and the Science teams are practicing 
faithfully for the play-off. 

The Literary and Debating Society, which has been peacefully 
resting for the last two years, showed signs of life, so the executive 
earefullv nursed and attended it, till now it is a thriving college or- 
ganization. The Canudian Club side of the Society was also success- 
fully revived, and gives promise of a long and happy life. The Law 
Undergraduate Society revived the Moot Court, an activity of the 
Law students which had been allowed to go out of existence. One 
very successful session was held, and others are on their way. The 
Medical Undergrads. have been holding their usual meetings, ami 
will continue to do so throughout the term. The Science students 
have organized for the year, and intend holding meetings and smok- 
ers as in former years. The Arts Undergraduate Society will hold 
its first smoker next Wednesday evening; other meetings of a simi- 
lar nature will be held during the session. The class of Arts 17 
makes its meetings take the form of supper at the Union, after which 
the business of the meeting is discussed. The class lias also mapped 
out a programme of social activities iu co-operation with the Social 
Committee of the Uoyal Victoria College, the first item being run off 
in a satisfactory manner last Friday evening. The Railway Club is 
taking a number of trips as last year, while the Electric Club is or- 
ganizing for work. 

Musical organizations have not been allowed to fall through. 
The Mandolin Club is energetically working to secure full attendance 
at the practices, and the Orchestra is concerning itself along similar 
lines. The Band holds forth in the music room of the Union on Sat- 
urday afternoons, and accompanies the 0. O. T. C. parades. 

The Delta Sigma Society of the R. V. 0, holds its meetings re- 
gularly, while the young ladies of the College are also doing all in 
their power to help Red Cross activities; the tea room is but one 
of the fruits of their labours. 

The Campus rink will be in operation again this year, and the 
skating parties which were so popular formerly will again be held. 
Hockey is not by any means going to be a dead issue, as MeCiill has 
a number of stars this year who will, it is hoped, have the honour of 
landing the championship. From what has gone before, and from 
the prospects at present in view, things decidedly are looking up.

THE STUDY OF 
RUSSIAN VERY 
MUCH TO FORE 

University of Edinburgh Opens 
an Elementary Course. 

A RESULT OF THE WAR. 

Introductory Address Draws 
Comparisons Between Great 
Britain and Russia. 



The opening lecture of an elemen- 
tary non-praduatlun OOUrae in Kum- 
Bian language ami literature was re- 
cently Klven at Edinburgh University 
by Mr. H . J, w. Tillyard, m.a., a 
IlUHHian scholar who had still further 
opportunity of study during his con- 
finement at Rnbleben, where he was 
interned after the war. The lecture 
was open to the public, 

Kir Alfred Swing, the principal, In 
introducing the lecturer, said that 
among the good things which the war 
had done in Oreat lirltaln was to 
break down some mental Insularity 
and Ignorance of other nations. They 
were realizing that the welfare and 
interests of nations could not be sep- 
arated from each other. To-day they 
were united In matters of greater mo- 
ment than those on which their at- 
tention used to be exclusively fixed, 
matters of tremendous import to their 
common humanity. Ilrltain wag gain- 
ing a fuller under standing of other 

people^ and us tbo absorption in her 
own affairs had to a great extent 
broken down, her views of friend and 
foe had become more disinterested and 
dincernlng. 

Before the war they bad known 
enough of 'Jermatiy to appreciate Ger- 
man research work, German thor- 
ougiine.^s aiid German system, but it 
had also been revealed where these 
rwuld fail. They had always had an 
affectionate admiration for France, not 
Li r. tinged with criticism of a people so 
different In temperament, but their 



totally Inadequate that admiration had 
been. Italy also had shown that she 
represented something more than a 
home of art, the heir to un undent 
civilization, a land of history and tra- 
vel. With Russia; however, the case 
was different. Their former attitude 
toward that nation had completely 
changed. The knowledge of the size 
of Russia had been gained solely from 
the school atlas, the nation was a kind 
of terra Incognita, a vague and doubt- 
ful menace. To study the language 
of that country was the mark of ec- 
centricity. They knew her now as a 
great force making for righteousness. 
They had grasped the vodka ques- 
tion with splendid resolution, which 
the British nation would do well to 
Imitate. 

The RusBian language was one of 
marvellous beauty and flexlty, and 
centres for its study and of things 
Kussian had been established In Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, nlso In .Man- 
chester. Sheffield, Birmingham and 
Leeds. Apart from its literary value, 
its commercial Importance had led the 
London County Council to Introduce 
it into many of their schools. 

Mr. Tlllyard, In his lecture on the 
benefit and Importance of the study 
>>f Russian, said that the good rela- 
tions between the two countries must 
be maintained after the war. and as 
this could only be done by mutual un- 
derstanding, a knowledge of their lan- 
guage was of great Importance. To 
What section of the population would 
Russian be most useful? First to the 
diplomatists and politicians, on whom 
depended to a great extent the sntls- 
factofjf relations between Ilrltain nnd 
Russia. The Russians were brilliant 
linguists, but to find out what they 
really thought one needed Russian as 
the Index to this great people. .Sec- 
ondly, critics and men of letters who 
claimed to expound Russian works of 
art should not be content to derive 
their Information from translations. 
To ethnographers and scientific men, 
the Russian language, with its 140 or 
more distinct language^ ami vast 
tracts of almost unexplored country, 
offered « new and rich field for te- 
seareh of many kinds. 

Lastly there was the Import. ,nl 
question of trade between the two 
countries. German trade before the 
war was estimated at £ 60,000.000.

Dear Frankenstein,— For having ex- 
pressed myself somewhat radically, 
you Impute to me the tendency to So- 
cialism. Pour Socialism! What a 
scapegoat thou art before God snd 
man! If a person nowadays but ven- 
tures to assert some whim of Ids own, 
he or she Is classed with the Soulal- 
Ists. Bouck White, for attempting to 
find shelter for the homeless In the 
churches; Roosevelt, for having the 
"rights of labor" on his Ups: Henry 
Ford, for condescending lu treat his 
employees as partners; all these, and 
many others, are hailed as red So- 
cialists. During the Roman Empire 
Christianity served this very purpose, 
affording the Luclans delight and the 
Juliana aggravation. 

That I happened to express views 
similar to those of the Socialists only 
proves that the Influence of Socialism 
on modern thought has been far-reach- 
ing, and also that Socialism springs 
from the heart of modern humanity. 
I have studied Socialism and found 
the time devoted to It well repaid. 
Every ago of struggle holds Ineffable 
charm for me. 1 huve not labelled 
myself with membership of any par» 
ty; but my whole bolng goes out to 
those that struggle for an uplifted 
humanity. 

Socialism Is a sublime study, and 
Is In my estimation analogous to the 
Christianity which preceded Constan- 
tino. In both movements the same 
fuct Is apparent: that It consisted in 
a vast rising of the great "canaille" 
ttguinst their oppressors. Christ's 
Christianity, was a sweet, simple, 
faith, intended to comfort the slave 
and the outcast, to obliterate social 
I inequalities, and to substitute a lov- 
ing Father for the terrible, vindictive 
, God of Moses. 

What a stir was then felt In the 
I congested centres of the Roman Fin- 
pire! The good tidings were carried 
by Joyful men and women the world 
over.— the Kingdom of Man was at 
hand. The soul, lulled to slumber 
by the poisonous draught of slavery, 
suddenly awoke. Distinctions of race, 
color, sex, were brushed away like so 
much cobweb. 

Eighteen centuries passed. The 
powers of tyrunny and greed found 
It udvisable to accept the faith of him 
whom they would crucify again were 
he to reuppeur. The purest faith be- 
came a means of enslavement, the 
kingdom of man crumbled like u house 
of cards, and evil reigned In the 
world. 

Vet the seed planted by the Naznr- 
ene grew, and the craving for brother- 
ly union became ever more urgent. 
This was fostered by social changes 
and events, by the Crusades, the Re- 
no, .-sunce, the discovery of America, 
the Reformation, ull of which devel- 
oped man's reason. Lastly, the French 
Revolution prepured the way for mod- 
ern Socialism. 

With the change fr-rn the country 
to the city, there Stirling up gigantic 
Industrial centres, where men, women 
and clhldren, like ants, produce 
wealth, while Mu-y themselves suffer 
all the Ills poverty. But the work- 
ing people begun to be conscious of 
their usefulness. Whilo the Clnls- 
tians accepted the doctrine of hu- 
mility, the Socialists took the oppo- 
site view of stubborn resistance. So- 
cialism, the new gospel, was calling on 
crushed humanity to Join hands and 
to usher In the day of light. 

Is there Irréligion In this? Is there 
anything immoral In the attempt of a 
elnss to throw off Its yoke? 

The Socialists, owing to their mln- 
i rily, could not prevent the war. That 
they tried to do so is shown from the 
wonderful attitude of Ltebknecht and 
his brave comrades. 

In conclusion let me say that what- 
ever means the working class muy 
adopt to achieve their emancipation. 
I shall deem right so long us success 
Is the result. 

For my heart Is with the majority 
and those that labor.

THERE ars few national institutions 
of mora value ami mtereil lo the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lets of Canada. Notwithstanding this, 
Its object and the work It Is accomplish- 
ing- aro not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. „ . 

The College la a Government Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions In all branche» of 
military science to Cadets and Officera of 
tha Canadian Mllltta. In fact. It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sundhuret. 

The Commandant and military instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there Is In addition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subjects 
which form such an Important part of 
the College course. Medical attendance 
le also provided. 

Whilst the College Is organized on a 
atrlctly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and scientific training In 
subjects essential to a sound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and In addition, the 
conatant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulations of the Law So- 
ciety of Ontario, It obtains the same ex- 
emptions as a B A. degree. 

The length of the course is three years 
in three terms of months each. 

The total cost of the course, includir"- 
board, uniform. Instructional material, 
and ad extras is about |R00. 

The annual competitive examination for 
admission to the college, takes place In 
Ma* of each venr. nt t*» h»-"'fiuarters i I 
the several military districts.

'07. has been decorated for the 
following exploit: "Major McDonald 
t arried out ft dangerous reconnaissance 
under heavy shell fire, and after a 
shell splinter had blown off his arm 
reported the result before allowing the 
stretcher-bearers to remove him." 

Major McDonald, who was employ- 
ed In the Land Department of the 
Canadian Pacific Hallway at Winni- 
peg when war was declared, went over 
as n lieutenant In the 3rd Highland 
Hrigade, First Canadian Division. He 
was promoted to his present rank on 
the field, and was also wounded. In 
peace times he was a lieutenant in 
the 79th Cameron Highlanders of 
Winnipeg. 

Seven former McGill men are among 
the recipients of Military Crosses, the 
list of whom wns announced by the 
War Office at London. They arc: 
Lieut. K. C. Badgley, Sci. '16, Cana- 
dian Artillery; Lieut. Allan Oliver, 
Arts '16, Canadian Artillery; Lieut. 
W. H. Morris, Sci. '16, Princess Pa* 
trlcla's Canadian Light Infantry; 
Lieut. R. O. McMurtry. Arts '05, Law 
'08, Canadian Artillery; Lieut. R. l>. 
P. Strathy, Set. '16, Major S. J. 
Mathewson, Sci. '16, 42nd Canadian 
Battalion, and Capt. John F. Cahan, 
past student, Canadian Engineers. 
News of the award of the Military 
Cross to Major Mathewson and to 
Lleuts. McMurtry and Morris pre- 
ceded the official announcement. 

Lieut. Badgley is a son of C. W. 
Radgley, of the Emigration Branch of 
the Department of the Interior, Ot- 
tawa. He had completed two years 
In the University when he enlisted 
on the outbreak of war with the 2nd 
Battery of the First Canadian Artil- 
lery Brigade at Ottawa, as a gunner. 
Previously he had served as a gun- 
ner in the 23rd Field Battery of Mili- 
tia. After Rome time on the front In 
the ranks of the First Artillery Bri- 
gade, Lieut. Badgley was promoted, 
and became attached to the Ammuni- 
tion Column of the Brigade. At col- 
lege he was known as a member of 
class athletic teams, and as a mem- 
ber of the editorial staff of McGill 
Dally. He rowed for the Ottawa 
eight-oared crew on the Thames in 
January, 1915, when he was training 
at Salisbury. 

Lieut. Allan Oliver Is another for- 
mer member of the editorial staff of 
McGill Dally, who has been honoured 
for distinguished service at the front. 
After completing his course In Arts, 
Lieut. Oliver enlisted In one of the 
batteries of artillery formed In East- 
ern Ontario, in the summer of 1915, 
and rapidly went overseas. He was 
slightly wounded last spring. Lieut. 
Oliver was an honours student in Rcn- 
nomlcs in his senior years In the 
Faculty of Arts, and was president of 
the Kconomics Club. He was editor- 
in-chief of McGill Dally for a short 
time in the fall of 1913, having been 
previously connected with the news- 
paper as a sporting writer. Lient, 
Oliver played class hockey and foot- 
ball, and like Lieut. Badgley, is a 
graduate of the Ottawa Collegiate In- 
stitute. He is a son of Hon. Frank 
Oliver, M P. 



Lieut. W. H. Morris is also a pro- 
duct of the Ottawn Collegiate Insti- 
tute, where he played quarterback on 
the school football team. At McGill 
he was president of his class, and 
played on the defence of the senior 
hockey tenm In the City League. He 
enlisted In the First Universities 
Company of the P.P.C.L.I., as n pri- 
vate, rapidly rose to the rnnk of ser- 
geant, and served with this rank for 
some months on the front with the 
"Pats." Last summer he was pro- 
moted for good work. A comrade in 
the "Puts," in a letter home, states 
that Lieut. Morris deserved the Vic- 
toria Cross for his gallantry in the at- 
tack of the Pats, on the Somme front 
on September 15. He is a son of Capt. 
W. D. Morris, ex- Mayor of Ottawa, 
and now transport officer of the 235th 
Forestry Battalion, now stationed at 
Hroekvllle, Ont. 

Lieut. It. O. McMurtry Is serving 
with Major Cape's Rnttery of Siege 
Artillery on the Somme front. He 
has been awarded the Cross for dis- 
tinguished conduct as an officer In 
charge of observation* duties. Lieut. 
McMurtry Is serving with n. unit 
which hus made a splendid name for 
itself In the recent fighting in the 
Somme theutre of operations. Lieut. 
McMurtry was a member of the Mc- 
Gill Contingent, Canadian Officers' 
Training Corps, when he took out a 
commission In the battery to which 
he has since been attached. He wns 
a member of the legal firm of Brown, 
Montgomery and McMichael, In the 
city, and resided at 29 Tower Avenue. 

Lieut. McMurtry comes of a mili- 
tary family, several members of which 
are on active service. Recent ad- 
vices tell of the continued good work 
of the 107th Battery, It being stated 
that It is now so busy that the battery 
is working In the open and pounding 
away at the German trenches. 

Major Sam Mathewson has seen 
considerable service with the 42nd, 
and In the attack on Courcelette, was 
slightly wounded by a bullet, which 
grazed pis face. He, however, re- 
fused to leave his unit. Latterly, he 
has been promoted Major. Capt. J. Ar- 
thur Mathewson, who wns president 
of the Students' Council In 1914-15 
was wotlnded during the battle of the 
Somme on September 15, being hit in 
the back by shrapnel. A third brother, 
Lieut. Kenneth Mathewson, Arts '17, 
of the Royal Flying Corps, has been 
missing since August 3, when he was 
shot down In a fight with a Fokker. 

The three Mathewson brothers, at 
that time officers In the 5th Royal 
Highlanders of Canada, enlisted In the 
commissioned ranks of the 42nd Bat- 
talion, when that corps was formed by 
the 5th R.H.C. In the summer of 1913. 

Lient. R. Lee P. Strathy was a 
prominent member of the C. O. T. C. 
when he enlisted at the close of the 
spring training camp at Niagara on 
the Lake In 1915 In a battery of artil- 
lery being formed In the Montreal 
area. He was wounded onvSeptemher 
16. Lieut. Strathy*s home Is In Mont 
real, and he is the son of the late Col- 
onel J. Alec Strathy. His mother 
and sister are engaged In working for 
wounded soldiers. Lieut. Strathy was 
twelve months on the front before 
being wounded. At McOIll he was 
prominent In the ski-ing club. 

Capt. John F. Cahan went overseas 
with a Field Company of Engineers.

The Military Medal for distinguish- 
ed conduct at the front, has been 
awarded to Sergeant Horace May Gill- 
mor f'Hob."), Med. '18. according to 
private udvices received in the city 
by relatives. No particulars have been 
received with regard to the particu- 
lar exploit which has won for this 
popular McGill undergraduate the 
Medal. Sergt. Gillmor is with No. 6 
Field Ambulance, a unit In which he 
enlisted in the spring of 1915, and 
which has been In the thick of the 
fighting on the Canadian front on the 
Somme. Sergeant Gillmor is a Bon of 
the Hon. Senator Gillmor, 4149 Dor- 
chester street, Westmount, was born 
at St. George. N.B., on June 29, 1891, 
and was educated at the Montreal 
High School before coining to McGill. 
In lull lie entered the First Year of 
the Faculty of Arts, and afterwards 
took three years in the Faculty of 
Medicine. Sergt. Gillmor wus well 
known as a hockey player at the Uni- 
versity, and was a member of the sec- 
ond hockey team in 1913-14. He also 
was captain of the second football 
team. He is a brother of Capt. Dan 
Gillmor, Arts '11, Law '13. now with 
the 148th Battalion in England. 

Word has been received in the city 
that Lieut. Robert E. Moyse, Arts "11, 
Law '14, son of Dr. Charles E, Moyse, 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts, and 
chairman of the Committee on Morals 
and Discipline, is about to return 
from the front on a month's leave. 
Lieut. Moyse was wounded by shrup- 
nel in the fighting recently at Thiep- 
val, his arm being broken.

All the officers of the First Uni- 
versities Company have been casual- 
ties. Lieut. A. A. Wanklyn and C. 
A. Pope have been killed, Capt. Ore- 
gory Barclay and Lleuts. W. B, Dun- 
ton shell-shocked, and are back In 
Cumula, and Lleuts. W. K. C. Irwin 
and E. S. McDougall have been 
wounded.

In Stftlnton, of Vernon, to Captain

AN UNDAUNTED THIEF.

recogi.lzed the worth of British goods. 
Trade wns really exchange. Britain 
offered a large and suitable market for 
foodstuffs and so forth, while ill Rus- 
sia thete was a large opening for Brit- 
ish machinery, A knowledge, not only 
of a certain amount of Bussian was 
essential, but also of Russian require- 
ments, money, and weights and meas- 
ures, and conditions of trading. 

As to the conditions under which 
Hiissian could be taught, Mr. Tlllyard 
said th'tt ta a school curriculum all 
were agreed that French must come 
first; neither could It take the place 
of German for scientific work. Rus- 
sian was certainly of great education- 
al value; though It had not the strict 
formality of Latin It might be com- 
pared to Greek, and had this advant- 
age that It was a living language. 
There was no doubt thnt Russian lit- 
erature offered sufficient range for a 
university course.
